WASHINGTON (AP)-A long, 


cold autumn seems likely to be 
the price Congress will have to 
pay for dawdling through the 
long, hot summer. 


It's off again on its third va- 


cation since convening last Jan- 
uary. And when it returns Sept. 
11, the end of the 1967 session 
won't be in sight. 


Legislative leaders no longer 


have a fixed target date for fi- 
nal adjournment, although they 
hopefully look to mid-November 
as the get- away period. In the 
optimistic opening days of the 
session, they plugged for July 31 
as going-home day. Then they 
backed it up to Labor Day. 
They'd settle now for Thanks- 
giving Day. 


Although much has been done 


during the first eight months, 
much more remains to be done 
if the scheduled business is to 
be disposed of before the end of 
the year. And most of the re- 
maining legislation is highly 
controversial. 


It deals with tax Increases, 


higher postal rates, pay raises, 
Social Security, the antipoverty 
program, civil rights, foreign 
aid and election law reforms, to 
list a few. 


A tax bill Is scheduled to hit 


the House floor in mid-October, 
and then it starts all over In the 
Senate. 


The Social Security measure, 


broadening benefits, has passed 
the House but isn't expected to 
reach a Senate vote until late In 
October. 


The election reform bill is the 


Senate's 
unfinished 
business 


when 
Congress 
returns. 
It 


hasn't been acted on by the 
House. Also nearing the voting 
stage In the Senate are a $2.6 
billion antipoverty bill and a 
broad housing measure includ- 
ing a House-rejected provision 
to exterminate rats in slum 
areas. 


Major unfinished business on 


the House calendar is a compro- 
mise $70 billion defense appro- 
priation bill with a controversial 
provision banning naval ship 
contract awards to British ship- 
yards. 


House-passed bills to protect 


civil rights workers and to 
make it a federal crime to cross 
state lines to Incite rioting are 
languishing in the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee headed by Sen. 
James Eastland, D-Miss. 


The House Post Office and 


Civil Service Committee hopes 
to have ready soon bills to hike 
postal rates and to boost the pay 
of postal and civil service em- 
ployes. Pay raises for military 
personnel are being considered 
by the House Armed Services 
Committee. The pay bills are 
"roust" for the pre-election year 
session.

Lobbyists for 
Agencies Hit 
by Senator

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen- 


ate Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 


Mansfield has privately passed 
the word to President Johnson 
to order lobbyists for govern- 
ment agencies to "keep their 
distance" from the Senate. 


Mansfield 
is understood to 


have acted after intense lob- 
bying efforts by officials of the 
Pentagon and the Agency for In- 
ternational 
Development were 


blamed for losing—rather than 
gaining—votes in a critical bat- 
tle over foreign aid. 


Mansfield said in an interview 


he asked Mike Manatos, the 
chief' White House liaison man 
with the Senate, to advise the 
President that Mansfield "didn't 
want people from the agencies 
to lobby here...in other words, 
to keep their distance." 


The problem, Mansfield sug- 


gested, was that officials con- 
cerned with legislation dealing 
with their agencies' authority or 
funds become overanxious and 
trample on seeded congression- 
al gardens. 


Another unwelcome byproduct 


of such lobbying was, he sug- 
gested, confusion and Irritation 
—particularly when an agency's 
officials are following the same 
route already covered by Mans- 
field or White House staffers. 


" S o m e t i m e s " observed 


Mansfield, "they see senators 1 
have seen or have been seen by 
my people, and senators don't 
want 
to be seen and seen 


again." 


Mansfield 
did 
not specify 


what incident caused his re- 
quest to Johnson. Other Senate 
sources say it was principally 
due to the activities of people 
from AID, the Pentagon and the 
State Department In trying to 
drum up senatorial support last 
month.

Desi Arnaz, in the period fol- 
lowing his divorce from Lucille 
Ball, sold his stock in Desilu, 
quit show business and retired 
to his horse farm, his boat, the 
track and golf course. He stood 
it for three years, but now he's 
back with both feet—and seems 
a little surprised. 


"Things that got me where I 


was were the things I couldn't 
do when I got there," said the 
man who built a camera tech- 
nique and a comedy series into 
a giant production company, 
Desilu, and a fortune. 


Arnaz, now in his early fifties, 


has picked up some weight and 
his hair shows 
considerably 


more salt than pepper. After 
three years in retirement and 
two developing new shows he 
was lured back into television 
as producer and director of 
NBC's new comedy series, "The 
Mothers-in-Law," and has even 
been persuaded to act in one of 
the episodes. 


After directing the first eight 


episodes, he is sidelined at his 
beach home at this 
Pacific 


Ocean resort recuperating from 
a freak accident which almost 
took his life. A veranda on 
which he was sitting collapsed 
and threw him against a metal 
stake, puncturing his side and 
requiring emergency surgery. 


"I got where I didn't want to 


be because things began parlay- 
ing," said Arnaz, lighting a slim 
cigar and squinting at the ocean 
through dark glasses. 


"We had a little studio and 'I 


Love Lucy' and then to compete 
we had to get a larger studio 
and from there on we had to get 
out or get bigger. We wound up 
with three big studios. But by 
1962 I decided I didn't want to 
be Lew Wasserman (head of 
Universal Studios). I wanted to 
be Willie Wyler (a top film 
director)." 


But for three years, Desi was 


neither. But his attention inevi- 
tably was caught by a book 
which he thought would make a 
good movie. Soon William Pal- 
ey, chairman of the Columbia 
Broadcasting 
System, called 


him, Arnaz said, and asked if he 
really intended to return to 
work—outside television. 


"No more rat race," Desi told 


him. "No more wanting things 
day before yesterday." 


"It takes three years to get 


even in television while losing 
$5,000 or $10,000 ayear," he ex- 
plained. "I was even then and I 
didn't 
know 
anything about 


comedy shows with gimmicks 
where the people take pills or 
live in bottles. . . Comedy is 
where you pile one joke on top 
of 
another 
joke and people 


laugh. 


But the result was that Desi 


Arnaz returned to television, 
signed by CBS, his old network, 
to develop shows. And the first 
venture was based on an idea 
that had been kicking around 
Desilu since "I Love Lucy" 
days.

In New York, Arthur Kent, a 


spokesman for NABET, said the 
union would reply to the net- 
works' new offer between 10 
a.m. and 11 a.m. today, the 
' t e r m s were not disclosed, 


NABET is seeking a pay base 
of $275 a week for its 3,000 
members who are paid from 
$218 to $230. 


the union claims that mem- 


bers of the performers' union, 
the American Federation of Ra- 
dio and television Artists, will 
support a strike if one is called. 
NABET supported 
the AFTRA 


strike last April. Union spokes- 
men say a strike would cripple 
live broadcasting but the net- 
works disagreed. 


NBC said it was prepared to 


use reruns of old "tonight" 
shows if Johnny Carson, star of 
the show, honors a 
NABET 


picket line. Carson quit and then 
rescinded his resignation when 
NBC used reruns during the 
12-day AFTRA strike. 


A NABET walkout could re-

(AP)—Broward County's public 
schools have brought the sub- 
jects of sex, drugs and alcohol 
into open classroom discussion, 
and Rep. Paul Rogers believes 
it should be done nationally. 


Rogers, a Florida Democrat 


whose congressional district in- 
cludes Broward, said in Wash- 
ington "Teen-age Alert" has 
been an unqualified success. 


"They didn't take the old tack 


of threatening or simply preach- 
ing that these things were bad," 
Rogers said. 


"The idea is that if the stu- 


dent is informed properly about 
the dangers, he can better make 
a decision of whether the use of 
drugs or alcohol is worth the 
consequences." 


Rogers said such a program

Teen-age Alert began in Bro- 


ward junior and senior schools 
this week as part of the regular- 
ly scheduled courses. 


Taught primarily by two spe- 


cialists in the field of youth 
health and emotions, the pro- 
gram will draw on a volunteer 
list of 50 physicians and several 
attorneys as teachers for spe- 
cial classes. 
Wilbur Marshall, director of 


secondary education, said par- 
ents were given an opportunity 
to withdraw their children from 
the classes. Initially, he said, 
the classes will be divided by 
sex when subject material is 
"on sexual anatomy or other 
topics of intimate nature."

An Exercise in Democracy 


Threatened by Viet Cong terrorism, faced 
with almost certain ballot box hanky panky 
in some instances, the South Vietnamese 
are nevertheless casting their votes Sept. 3 
in the first free election for the leader of 
their country under the new constitution 
drafted late last year. For the many voters 
who can't read, tickets on the ballot are 
identified by symbols for political parties, 
as shown below right, Favored in the 
race is the Thieu-Ky ticket of the current 
military leaders. Of the civilian candidates, 
former Prime Minister Tran Van Huong 
and Constitutional Convention Chairman 
Phan Khnc Suu appear to be front-runners. 


Illness is a mulribillion dollar item in the American budget. A Public Health Service study 
of direct expenditures for medical care and the indirect costs of illness, disability and 
death put the total for the year studied, 1963, at $58 billion. 


BOATS ARE BEING DRAFTED for war use by the U.S. Navy, for river patrol action 
in Vietnam. The same 31-foot glass fiber hull used in pleasure boats is converted to 
military purposes, and can travel at high speeds through swamp water as shallow as 
10 inches. The hulls are easily maintained and repaired after combat. Here a patrol 
boat scoots after its sister ship, a 31-foot pleasure cruiser.

SELF-SEALING MATERIAL for space capsules would 
quickly close punctures in spacecraft, caused by micro- 
meteoroids. Test sample at right shows flowering effect 
created by an eighth-inch projectile piercing it at 22,000 
feet per second. At left is a cross-section view showing 
how the granular material chemically reacts to seal the 
puncture immediately. The sealant was developed by 
Hughes Aircraft. 


Mobile Log Jam 


The mass of logs oozing into the main chan- 
nel of the Manicouagan River in Quebec at 
upper left is destined for a paper company 
30 miles down-river, where it will be proc- 
essed into paper. For conveyance from early 
spring until October, the logs are rafted and 
pulled by tug boat, as shown lower left, after 
moving out of a smaller channel. Below, the 
logs are funneled through the Manic 2 dam 
to the North Shore Paper Company at Bale 
Comeau.
